1. Screening of a move by Ger- 
many to gain a foothold in Latin 
America. 

2. Diverting United States atten- 
tion from Europe to forestall pos- 
sible intervention on the side of the 
allies. 

3. Giving the United States an ex- 
cuse to intervene in Mexico and gain 
control of internal affairs. 

4. Starting an ‘“‘imperialistic’’ war 
in Latin America. 

Fantastic as any of these maneu- 
vers may appear, they are all be- 
ing rumored as “possibilities.” 

Espionage Facts Elusive. 

The word ‘“‘espionage”’ instantly 
conjures up a melodramatic picture 
of powerful but phantom radio sta- 
tions, of mysterious airplane flights 
by night, and secret arms caches in 
the jungles. Rumor says these ac- 
tivities do exist in Mexico, but noth- 
ing has been proved. 

As soon as war started in Europe, 
foreign agents filtered into Mexico 
in increasing numbers. The coun- 
try’s proximity to the United States 
) and the Panama canal make it a 
strategic base for operations. 

Many informed observers agree 
that foreign radio stations do op- 
erate secretly in Mexico, clearing 
information from agents in the 
United States and Latin America to 
their home bases. For three years 
rumors have persisted of a huge 
| arms cache somewhere in the vast 
| forests of the state of Chiapas, 
i which borders Guatemala 
plantations. Nothing has 
proved, however. 

Anti-Allies Posters.

What he did not know was that 
when the lights went out Capt. 
Joseph Wadsworth whisked the doc- 
ument from the table and fled the 
meeting house. Captain Wadsworth, 
pressed for time, recalled a hollow 
oak tree on the farm of former Gov. 
George Wyllys, near by. He stuffed 
the charter into the opening and 
hurried back to the meeting house 
before the candles were relighted. 

The charter remained in the oak 
until Andros left the colony and all 
danger of its loss had passed. 

From that day on the tree became 
known as the Charter Oak Tree and 
it was carefully preserved until it 
was destroyed early in the morning
